Hungarian-Austrian blood, a genuine 
cosmopolite, taught music 
a 
new 
charm, the charm of the unexpected, 
of the Improvised. 
The freedom of 
Beethoven in his later works and of 
Chopin in all his music became tho 
principal factor in the style of Liszt. 
Music must have the shape of an im­ 
provisation. 
In the Hungarian rhapsodies, the 
majority of which begin in a mosque 
and always end in a tavern, are the 
extremes of his system. 
His orches­ 
tral and vocal works, the two sym­ 
phonies, the masses and oratorios and 
symphonic poems, are full of dignity, 
poetic feeling, religious spirit, and a 
largeness of accent and manner. 
Yet 
the gyps* glance and gypsy 
voice 
lurk behind many a pious or pompous 
bar. 
Apart from his invention of a 
new form—or. rather, the condensaa-

church. 
He tells us thaff* Worth ex­ 
hibits th«* earliest example of the pure-, 
ly English cruciform building, and its 
semi-circular eastern end is of very un- 
clent date. 
But the whole church, as 
might bo gathered, possess many fea- 
turos which make it of peculiar fascin­ 
ation to th«* student of the 
antique. 
The windows, for instance, have not
